INCREASES  IN  SALARIES  OF  COLLEGE  TEACHERS. 


The  Bureau  of  Education  has  been  receiving  numerous  inquiries 
concerning  the  policies  of  boards  of  trustees  with  reference  to  in- 
creases of  salaries  of  members  of  the  teaching  staffs.  The  question 
has  become  a  serious  one,  in  view  of  the  recent  rapid  increase  in  the 
cost  of  living.  Evidently  there  is  a  general  disposition  on  the  part 
of  governing  boards  to  raise  salaries  as  much  as  possible.  Very  defi- 
nite limits  are  set  in  the  case  of  most  institutions,  however,  by  the 
size  of  available  endowments  or  appropriations.  A  record  of  the  steps 
that  have  actually  been  taken  or  that  are  projected  has  appeared  to 
*  the  Bureau  of  Education  worth  while.  Accordingly,  it  issued  on 
May  6  a  questionnaire  to  all  collegiate  institutions,  asking  for  a  report 
on  the  percentage  of  increase  in  salary  granted  during  the  last  aca- 
demic year  and  the  percentage  of  increase  voted  for  the  coming  aca- 
demic year.  The  returns  are  tabulated  below.  The  following  brief 
summary  of  them  may  be  of  interest: 

The  collegiate  mailing  list  of  the  Bureau  of  Education  numbers 
638  institutions.  Of  these,  300  institutions  answered  the  question- 
naire. Two  hundred  and  thirty  of  these  reported  increases  in  salary 
granted  for  the  last  academic  year,  or  voted  for  the  coming  year,  or 
both. 

One  hundred  and  eighty-seven  institutions  reported  increases  granted 
in  1918-19;  140  institutions  reported  increases  voted  for  1919-20;  and 
50  institutions  reported  that  the  increases  for  1919-20  had  not  yet 
been  decided  upon. 

Of  particular  interest  is  the  large  number  of  institutions  which 
have  granted  increases  of  10  per  cent  or  more.  The  situation  with 
respect  to  these  institutions  may  be  summarized  as  follows :
